HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 19.—Ten o'clock was 
the hour announced for the opening of the 
Republican Convention this morning, but it 
was not till 10:40 that Chairman Andrews of 
the State Committee made his way to the 
speakers’ desk at the front of the stage of the 
Opera-house and called the convention to 
order. At that time the house was only about 
half filled, only a few . spectators 


being present. The call of the

STARK’S VICTORY. 


Men of the Green Mountains Again 


Gather at Bennington. 


THE BATTLE SHAFT WHICH NOW MARKS 


Dedicated With Imposing Ceremonies To- 


Day—Transfer and Acceptance of the 
Monument—Hon. E. J. Phelps’ Oration 
Descriptive of the Colonists’ Triumph 
—The Grand Parade and Review. 


BENNINGTON, Vt., Aug. 19.—The dedication 


ceremonies designed to commemorate the 
battle of Bennington crowded this little town 
to overflowing to-day. The presence of the 
President of the United States and members 
of his Cabinet, as well as the governors of 
three States, gave the event a more than local 
interest. It brought people trqm all parts of 
the United States, but particularly from the 


New England States to witness the ceremony. 


At the encampment grounds around 
the Soldiers“ Home the crowd was up 


with the soldiers, for with the frst 
break of dawn the streets began to assume a 
lively appearance. Every private as well as 


every public house in Bennington was 
crowded last night and many slept on the 


lawns, while hundreds were glad to find 
sleeping quarters in tents. The first of the 
special trains was not due before d o'clock, 
but the wagon roads brought a very large ac- 


cession to the multitude inthe town before 
that hour, and when the first train arrived 


the gaily decorated streets were well filled. 
The principal interest was in the arrival of 


the President and his party, who had spent 
the night atthe home of Gen. J. G. McOul- 
lough, at North Bennington, five miles away. 
Gov. Page did not go to meet the President. 


He drove over to North Bennington last 


night, accompanied by Adjt.-Gen. Peck, and 


spentthe night with the President at Gen. 


McCullough’s. This morning he sent Col, W. 


K. Seward Webb of his staff toact as the 
President’s escort, and with him went @ 


dozen members of John A. Logan Post, 
G. A. R., of Orwell, Vt. (mounted), under 


command of H. G. Hibbard. These Grand 
Army men were in undress cavalry uniform 


and carried sabers. The carriage which had 


been provided forthe President was draw® 
by four white horses with plumes of red, 
white and blue in their head-stalis. On the 
box sat two coachmen in livery. As the pro- 
cession approached Bennington, the mounted 
escort rode ahead of the carriage in which 
sat Col. Webb and Gen. McCullough with 
the President, Behind this carriage were 
others in which sat the members of the Prest- 
Gent's party. it was the duty of the escort 
to keep the road clear, and it was not without 
difficulty they succeeded in making a passage 
for the President’s carriage through the 
crowds of vehicles which filled the country 
road. All the way from North Bennington to 
Bennington the President was greeted with 
cheering, to which he responded by taking 
off his hat and bowing. The start from 
North Bennington was made shortly after § 
o'clock, but progress was slow, and it was 
after 9 when the little procession reached the 
Soldiers’ Home, where the carriages drew 
up, and the President with the assistance of 
Gov. Page left his carriage and entered the 
Governor’s parlor. Before he entered the 
house he turned and bowed repeatedly to the 
c ug multitude which had surrounded 
the @allding.

Detective Patrick Scully was on trial in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning on 
e charge of illegally arresting and detain- 
ing in jail Sigmund Mayer, a 
paker, on July 28.

Mayer was galled about the treatment he 
received and the action of the police in re- 
rusing to place a charge against him or ac- 


cept bond. After bringing great pressure 


to bear on Mr. Estepa warrant was secured 
charging Scully with tilegal arrest, and 
the blonde-mustached detective was 
made a prisoner. Gov. Chas. P. 
Johnson defended him in court this 
morning and Jeff Storts appeared for Mayer.

Putting all the 
money bet on the race in his pocket, Kell 
darted out of the place. The crowd followed 
him from Eighth and Pine streets to Broad- 
way, but being a good runner and having a 
fair start he gotaway.

A CIVIL PENSION SCHEME. 

The next Congress will be asked to pass 
a bill providing for the retirement of de- 
partment clerks on three-quarters pay af- 
ter thirty years service, and [for creating a 
pay fund for this purpose by levying an 
assessment oi 1 per cent on all clerks’ sala- 
ries in the departments. In favor of this 
retiring pension it is said that the depart- 
ment payrolls now carry the names of 
about seventy-five persons who have 
grown old in the service and who cannot 
be turned out to starve in their old age, 
although they are incapable of performing 
the duties for which they are paid. 

It is obvious that this bill is proposed 
only to pave the way to the institution of a 
civil pension list, to the dimensions of 
which there is no limit in sight. If the 
heads of departments think they would 
disgrace a rich government by turning 
superannuated incapables adrift, and can, 
without torturing their own official con- 
sciences, pay out public money to men 
who are rendering the public no service, 
why should they ask authority to take the 
money out of the salaries of working 
clerks instead of directly from the Treas- 
ury? If the working clerks are getting too 
much, their salaries should be reduced. II 
they are earning all they get, it is robbery 
to take a cent of their salaries for the sup- 
port of worn-out predecessors. 

This scheme is apparently suggested by 
BISMARCK’s paternal plan of providing 
support for paupers, without expense to 
the Government and the payers of proper- 
ty taxes, by levying an insurance fund 
assessment upon the wages of workers 
for the benefit of the sick and disabled of 
their class. But soon the amount of the as- 
sessment would be added to the department 
Salaries, anda bill for the pensioning of 
superannuated civil servants of the Gov- 
ernment would be an honester and more 
direct way of dealing with the matter. 

The tremendous growth of our military 
pension budget, however, has given the 
peoplea pretty good ideaof the possible 
and almost inevitable growth of a civil 
pension list from asmall beginning. The 
logical outcome of it is an official class, 
practically limitless in number, assured 
of a life-long support, apd 80 
much better provided for than the aver- 
age citizen as to greatly intensify the of- 
fice-seeking craze and aggravate its evil 
effects upon our social and political life. 
It is enough to provide retiring pensions 
for army officers and judges, and a support 
for soldiers disabled in the service of the 
country. The special reasons for a liberal 
policy to such public servants do not apply 
to other classes, and the pension List 
should go no further. It would be better 
and cheaper to pay clerks well, and let 
them know that, like their fellow citizens 
in private life, they must save money out 
of their salaries to provide for their own 
support in old age, as other people do.

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HURRICANE’S WORK 


Every Sail in the Port at Martinique 
Destroyed. 


ALL THE HOUSES DAMAGED AND MANY 
LIVES LOST. 


Cablegram of the United States Consul to 
the State Depart ment — Destructive 
Work by Lightning at Salisbury, Mo.— 
Crops and Buildings Damaged—Other 
Storm News. 


WasHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 19.—The State 
Department is in receipt of a cablegram 
from St. Pierre, the capital city 
of the Island of Martinique in 
the West Indies, which states 
that a hurricane swept over the island last 
night, destroying nearly every building in 
the city and driving out ships in port to 
sea. The report says that many lives were 
lost, but in the brief message no particulars 
are given. 


The island of Martinique has heretofore en- 
joyed remarkable immunity from the dis- 
astrous windstorms of the tropics. Periods 
of half a century have passed 
in its history ‘in which it has 


esca ped the visitations which have wrought 
so much destruction in other members of the 
West India group. The island is small, con- 
taining only about 150,000 inhabitants. Ite chief 
cities, besides St. Pierre, are Fort de France, 
the capital, Lamentin and Francois. It is 
but forty-three miles in length and at its 
broadest part but nineteen miles in width. 

The probability is that destruction has been 
wrought in the other cities as well as in St. 
Pierre. 


THE STORM AT SWANSEA. 

SWANSEA, Aug. 19.—The storm which inter- 
fered with yesterday’s proceedings in 
the Eisteddfod continued to-day. 
The canvas covering of the pavillion, 
which was hurriedly repaired after it 
had been wrecked bya cloudburst yesterday 
collapsed again to-day and the audience 
were again drenched. Mme. Patti, who had 
agreed to sing at the festival, has  tele- 
graphed, asking to be excused from appear- 
ing. 

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 

SALISBURY, Mo., Aug. 19.—This city was 
visited last night by the heaviest rainfall for 
years, estimated to be about 6 inches.

A DESTRUCTIVE 6TORM. 

VANDALIA, III., Aug. 19.—The heaviest 
storm which has visited this section for fif- 
teen years swept over it yesterday. In this 
city the residence of E. Bartlett was struck 
by lightning and set on fire. Mrs. Bartlett, 
who was alone with her small children, by 
heroic effort mananged to extinguish the 
flames. Several houses were unroofed and 
fruitand shade trees were ruined. In the 
country southeast and southwest of here the 
storm was even more severe. The stock was 
killed dy the lightning, barns and sheds 
razed tothe ground and trees three feet in 
diameter were twisted off like straws. Dis- 
patches from a number of different points in 
this vicinity state that the storm was fully as 
violent asat this place, many houses being 
set on fire by lightning and an exceptionally 
heavy rain falling.

St. Louis’ Third Baseman Laid Off for 
the Season. 


DRUNKENNESS AND FAILURE TO N. 
PORT THE CAUSES ASSIGNED. 


Pitcher MocGill-Fined $50 and Warned— 
Whitney Signed in the Place of Lyons 
—The Base Ball Situation—Milwaukee 
Defeats St. Louis—Rey Del Rey Wins 
the Omnibus Stakes—Sporting News. 


Denny Lyons, the hard hitting third base- 
man of the St. Louis club will not be seen on 
that bag again this season. President Von 
der Ahe this morning suspended him without 
pay forthe balance of the year. Drunken- 
ness and failure to report for duty are the 
the charges under which this 
action was taken. Lyons did not 
report for duty yesterday and Boyle had to 
cover third base and up to noon to-day, 
Lyons was still missing- It is alleged that he 
is drunk and Mr. Von der Ahe determined to 
use severe measures. Pitcher Willie McGill 
was absent with him yesterday and this 
morning McGill was fined 880 and, if he re- 
peats his offense, he will be more severely 
dealt with. Totake Lyons’ place, Mr. Von 
der Ahe has signed Arthur Whitney, who 
covered third base for the defunct Cincin- 
nati Association team. Whitney is an exce)l- 
lent player and had received offers from New 
York, Pittsburg and Columbus Clubs. 


Now that the American Association has ad- 
mitted Milwaukee to membership, the base- 
ball enthusiasts are wondering what the next 
move will be. The abandonment of Cincin- 
nati, even temporarily, showed weakness 
and the National League will not fail to take 
advantage of the move and make capital of 
it. Itis claimed by the Association that they 
will place a club there again next season, but 
by withdrawing from there for the remainder 
of this season, they admit they had enough 
of the fight for the time being, at least. It is 
claimed that they would have lost a great 
deal of money to have played out the season 
there, but so would the League. If anything, 
the League has probably lost more than the 
Association at Cincinnati, yet they have not 
abandoned the place. The prestige the Asso- 
clation loses by withdrawing from Cincin- 
natican never be regained. Milwaukee, it 
is true, will probably make a 
city, and the Association will undoubtedly 
make more money with it in, or at least lose 
less than if itclung to Cincinnati. But to 
make this improvement they had to sacrifice 
a principle with which they started out this 
season to keepin Cincinnati. It is probable 
that before the season is over there will be a 
compromise of some kind effected between 
the League and Association, and when there 
is the Association willagain be found play- 
ing second fiddle tothe older body. 


Whether the Western Association will be 
able to withstand the desertion of Milwaukee 
remains to be seen. The organization is 
weak and tottering now, but as only a few 
weeks of the season remain it may be able 
to struggle through it with six clubs instead 
of the original eight. The association is 
practically dead, however, and it is not likely 
that it can be revived next year. If 
it is it will scarcely last the season 
out. In fact, the Western Association 
is now greatly in arrears to the National 
Board of Control and if the National League 
succeeds in compromising its fight with the 
American Association will undoubtedly be 
dropped out. The League dares not expe! it 
now, however, while it is at war with the 
American Association.
